We the aboveſaid four and twenty Stannators 
being duly elected and returned by the four 
reſpective Mayors and Council of the ſeveral 
towns of Loſtwythiel, Truro, Helſtone, and Laun- 
ceſton, to ſerve in this preſent Convocation, or 
Parliament of Tinners, do agree that the ſe- 


veral 
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veral cuſtoms, conſtitutions, and laws here- 
in after mentioned be declared, ordained, and 
enacted as follows: | 


Whereas there have been, in former Convoca- 
tions held for the Stannaries of Cornwall, many 
laws and conſtitutions made and enacted tor the 
better government of the ſaid Stannaries ; and 
whereas the original Records of ſome of the ſaid 
laws and conſtitutions have been by various ac- 
cidents loſt or deſtroyed, whereby great inconve- 
niences may in procels of time ariſe to his Maje- 
ſty, or Lord Duke of Cornwall's Revenue, and 
the ſaid Stannaries. And whereas particularly 
in a Convocation held for the ſaid Stannaries at 
Loſftwwythiel in the twenty-ſecond year of the 
Reign of our late Sovereign Lord King James 
the firſt, before William Coryton, Eſq; Vice- 
Warden, by the direction of the Right Hon. 
William Earl of Pembroke, Lord Chamberlain 
of his Majeſty's Houſhold, and Lord Warden of 
the Stannaries of Devon and Cornwall, which 
convocation conſiſted of the following Stanna- 
tors, (to wit)

The ſeveral wholeſome laws and conſtitutions 
following, were declared and enacted : 


(Viz.) We do in the firſt place order, con- 
ſtitute, and ordain, in all we lawfully may, that 
the antient liberties, privileges, cuſtoms, 
rights, and freedoms heretofore granted and 
confirmed by the King's Majeſty's Royal Pro- 
genitors the Kings and Queens of this Realm to 
the Tinners, together with all other freedoms 
and lawtul cuſtoms time out of mind uſed 

in 
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in the Stannaries of Cornwall, and not con- 
trary or repugnant to the laws and ſtatutes of 
this realm, are to be kept and obſerved. 


2. In the like manner, we preſent, order and 
appoint, that the owners of Blowing-houſes in 
every Stannary, or one of them, or their depu- 
ties, ſhall twice every year, at the law-court days, 
give unto the Steward of the ſame Stannaries, the 
names reſpectively of ſuch Blowers as they ſhall 
entertain to blow in their houſes, upon pain of 
forteiture, for every ſuch offence, torty ſhillings. 


3. We appoint and ordain, that every ſuch 
Blower ſhall at the ſame court, each Blower for 
himſelf reſpectively, be ſworn not to make any 
falſified tin, by way of artificial mixture whatſo- 
ever, viz. by mixing it with baſer metal than 
tin, and to deal juſtly with every man as near 
as they can, and to bring into the court twiee 
yearly, a true note in writing, ſigned with 
the ſigns of the owners of the Blowing-houſes, 
or ſome of them, or their deputy, certifying the 
Juſt number of pieces, ſlabs, or ſpoonfuls of tin 
above a pound weight, which have been blown 
from the firſt of May unto the fifteenth day of 
October incluſive. The ſecond certificate to 
contain all tin blown from the fifteenth of Oc- 
tober to the laſt day of April incluſive yearly, 
together with the names of the men for whom 
the ſaid tin hath been blown, upon pain of for- 
feiture to the Lord-Prince, for every default 
therein, five pounds. And that the owners of 


every 
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every Blowing-houſe ſhall ſign the ſaid Blower's 
certificate being required thereunto pon pay - 
ment of. the like forfeiture. Provided, if any 
new Blower be admitted or permitted into ſer- 
vice of any Blowing-houſe, that then the ſaid 
Blower be ſworn as atoreſaid, at the next court, 
after the houſe do leave work, upon pain of for- 
Kn five pounds. 


4. Now we do appoint, that no white tin un- 
coined, ſhall be carried from any Blowing-houſe, 
directly, or indirectly, but only to the Coinage- 
halls, or houſes, upon pain of forfeiture thereof. 
But if any tin remain blown and uncoined after 
the time of any Coinage, it ſhall be lawful for 
the owners of the ſaid tin, to keep the tin afore- 
{aid in their own cuſtody whereſoever, ſo as the 
ſame may be duly certified to the Superviſors, 
their agents, or their deputies, upon demand 
unto the Owner of the Deywng houſe, © or to him 
that keepeth the accounts. 


6. We likewiſe order, that whoſoever be ap- 
prehended in fact for conveying, buying or 
ſelling of tin uncoined, or that the ſame appear 
by oath, contefſion, or due proof, before the 
Vice-Warden made thereof, the ſame tin being 
above the weight of one pound, whereby the 
Lord-Prince ſhall be defrauded of his cuſtoms, 
ſhali pay a fine to the Prince for ſuch his offence, 
to the full value of the tin ſo conveyed, bought, 
or ſold, beſides the forfeiture ot the ſaid tin ſo 
uncoined itſelf, Or it the ſaid tin ſhall be ſeized 

upon 
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upon, every one that ſhall be found acceſſary, 
aiding, or abetting thereunto, ſhall forfeit and 
pay to the Lord-Prince three pounds, and alſo e- 
very of the ſaid offenders to be further puniſhed 
at the diſcretion of the Lord-Warden, or Vice- 
Warden, according to the quality of his of- 
fence; and if the tin is ſo far convey'd away, 
as to be paſt ſeizure, that then the ſeller, if he 
has received his price for the ſame of the buyer, 
or the buyer, if he has not paid for the ſame, 
ſhall further yield the true value thereof to the 
Lord-Prince ; and the buyer in this caſe ſhall be 
free'd of his contract with the ſeller, and na 
action lie in this caſe for the recovery of the 
price. 


6. We likewiſe order, that no Tinners ſhall 
ſell their aſhes to any Plummer, or Pewterer, 
upon pain of puniſhment at the Vice- Warden's 
direction. 


7. We likewiſe preſent our antient cuſtom to 
be a ſtandard of ten pieces, viz. two hundred 
pounds, one hundred pounds, fifty pounds, 
thirty-two pounds, twenty-four pounds, ſixteen 
pounds, eight pounds, ſix. pounds, four pounds, 
two pounds, for our tin weights ſhould remain 
in braſs in the Exchequer at Loſtwythiel ; and when 
either the beams ſhould grow dull, or the weights 
worn, then the ſame ſhould be fetch'd from 
thence to any of the other courts, and a certain 
company of the chief Tinners of the one party, 
and of the Buyers of white tin of the other 


party, 


— — — * 
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* , ſhould aſſemble and meet in the Coinage- 
all of every court, the day before the Coinage, 
and then in their preſence, both the beam ſhould 
be rectified, and the weights aſſured, to give 
due weight between man and man. And this 
was done uſually when there was complaint of 
wrong on either fide, and ordinarily executed 
once in ſeven years. * 


8. We agree that the pin in the beam, and 
the ſcales in each ſeveral town within the Stan- 
naries of Cornwall, being grown blunt and im- 
perfect by long continuance, and often uſage, as 
alſo very much worn in the handling, that 
the ſame may be ſharpened and rectified three 
days before November coinage next, in every 
Stannary, according to the Statute of theeleventh 
of Henry the Seventh in that caſe provided, in 
the preſence of the officers and principal tin- 
ners of each Stannary. 


9. We find that if any of the tin be tared, 
wherein the owner of the tin thinketh himſelt 
aggrieved, he ſhall have his tryal by a jury of 
tinners, if he requireth the ſame; and if the 
tin ſor tared, prove defe tive to the full value 
aſſeſſed by the inquilition, the owner of that 
tin ſhall pay the coſt of that jury, and make 


abatements to the agents, according to the de- 


teas of the tin; but if the tin be not found 
faulty to the value aſſeſſed by the tarer, then the 
perſon or perſons that ſo take upon him or them 


to aſſeſs ſuch tare upon the tin ſor the tinner, 
mall 
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ſhall pay the coſt of the jury, and damage to 
be levied by feri facias from the ſteward of the 
- Stannary where the tin is ſo tared. 


10. We find and agree, that if any man make 
any caſed tin, viz. do hide worſe matter than 
tin within his or their blocks of tin, which 
the tarer by his outward aſſay with his chizel 
cannot come by, or aſſay for his tryal. The 
owner of the ſaid blocks, if he be any way 
privy or conſenting thereunto, having his mark, 
houſe-mark, and number returned into the 
country, and ſo tryed by a jury of tinners in 
the ſame Stannary-court where it was coined, 
ſhall forfeit for his offence the whole tin to the 
Lord-Prince, and. five pounds to the buyer of 
the ſaid tin, and the Maker or Blower of the 
{aid tin ſhall forfeit for his offence therein five 
pounds, and be impriſoned the ſpace of one 
whole year without bail or mainprize. But if 
the block of tin be made by the procurement 
of the ſaid owners ſervants, and blowers, with- 
out the owners privity or conſent, then the ſer- 
vant and blower to forfeit five pounds apiece, 
and they both to be impriſoned by the ſpace of 
one whole year without bail or mainprize, the 
one halt of the ſaid fines to the Lord-Prince, the 
other half to the buyer of the ſaid tin; theſe 
fines to be levied by fer: facias. 


11. We find and preſent, that as the Blower, 
ſo every other office: of the Coinage-court, whoſe 
voice is the rule of right between man and man, 

C as 
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as namely the Poiſer, and Tare- maſter, and their 
deputies, ought to be ſworn in the Stannary- 
court once every year, at one of the law courts, 
duly and juſtly to exerciſe their offices, and to 
decide right between party and party, without 
any partiality upon pain of five pounds. 


12. We further preſent, that no perſon ſhall 
implead the privileged tinner in any foreign 
court, viz. a Jabouring tinner, a blower, own- 
er of 'blowing-houles, a ſpalliard, or adventurer 
that is at any charge for getting or making of 
tin, a ſmith, a collier, or any perſon that is 
employed in working or making any tin, or 
about any neceſſary utenſils for the working'of 
the ſame ; if any perſon ſhall implead any ſuch 
tinner for any caule, (except. for life, land, or 
limb) ariſing within the Stannaries, the Lord- 
Warden, Vice-Warden, or Steward of the Stan- 
nary, upon petition or information to him exhi- 
bited in that behalf, is to call all ſuch parties he- 
fore him; and upon due proof thereof, either 
by the parties confeſſion, or otherwiſe, the Lord- 
Warden, or Vice- Warden ought to command ſuch 
perſons to deſiſt from ſuch unlawful ſuits againſt 
juch tinners out of the Stannaries ; and if the 
parties ſo ſuing ſhall diſobey ſuch commands, or 
continue their ſuit in any fort afterwards, he ſhall 
forfeit the ſum of forty ſhillings ;* and the Lord- 
Warden, or Vice-Warden, then to commit ſuch 
offender to the Prince's goal at Loftwwythiel, as 
has been ever uſed and accufmed, there to re- 
main until he ſurccaſe his ſuit, and ſhall pay the 


tinner

tinner his reaſonable- coſt, -and the fine of forty 
ſhillings, the one half to the Prince's Highneſs, 
and the other half to the party grieved ; all 
which ſaid forfeiture-or-fine ſhall be paid to the 
Vice-Warden, and by him delivered one half to 
the party grieved, and the other half to be paid 
to the Stannary-court, _ the offence _ 
. the next court after the 
thereof, to the tin-bailiff to be — og by = 
ſteward, Who is to be-accountable for the ſame, 
as for any other fine, or amerciament, that ſhall 
—— to grow due in the ſaid Stannary- court 
by Bs other ways 98mbans whatſoever. TEX 


30 We find, if any Tiner ſue 9 ar, 
or Foreigner ſue a Tinner, or a Tinner ſue 
Tinner at common law, or in any foreign court, 
for matters determinable in the Stannary, or 
procure a writ of Habeas Corpus, or prohibition 
tor removing any ſuit out of the Stannary, the 
matter being determinable in the Stannary, and 
it appears by manifeſt proof to the Vice- War-. 
den, ſuch tinner or - foreigner ſhall forfeit for 
every ſuch. offence forty ſhillings, and ſuffer im- 
priſonment at the Lord-Wardens, or Vice-War- 
dens pleaſure, the fine to be levied by fer facias, 
the one halt to the Lord-Prince, and the other 
half to the party grieved, provided that it be-not 
prejudicial to any tinners within his Highneſs 8 
Dutchy Mannors. 


14. We find, that according tr to our , ancient 
cuſtoms all tinners are free in all fairs and mar- 
C 2 kets 
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kets within the Stannary, for ſelling their own 
, goods, from all taxes and tollages. 


15. Wefind, according to our ancient cuſtoms 
that no privileged tinner is to be „ = ER 
in any jury, either for the King's Majeſty, or 


elſe between party and party, but only in the 


Stannary-Courts. 
WI. 

.- 16, We find, 3 dur ancient cuſ- 
toms, that the labouring tinners ought not to 
pay tythe out of their wages, though the mini- 
ſters oppreſs them, and force them to pay the 
tythe yearly out of their wages, his Highneſs 
paying to the Biſhop of the . Dioceſe ſixteen 

nds thirteen ſhillings and four pence yearly, 


in lieu of tythe, for tin and TORY in Cornwall 


and Devon. 


17. We: find, according 1. to our ancient t cuſ- 
toms, that any tinner, that ſhall new cut any 
old bounds, ſhall at the next court within the 
Stannary where the work is enter his proclama- 
tion for the ſame, and therein nominate all his 
Owners, and the day of his pitch, and the 
names both old and new of the faid work, with 
the bounds and limits of the ſaid pitch, other- 
wiſe the ſaid pitch to be deemed void. 


18. We find when bounds are kept by re- 
newing according to the cuſtom, and the keeper 
ſhall careleſsly let flip his day of renewing, and 
mall afterwards come again, and renew the old 

corners, 
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corners, before any other tinner ſhall cut a new 
pitch upon them, that ſuch renewing ſhall be 
taken for a good renewing againſt any other 
pitch. | 

19. We find, that where there are many part- 
ners in a tin work, ſuch Owners as, on warn- 
ing given, ſhall not ſer their parts to farm, or 
bring in their men or money according to their 
parts, in one month after warning given them, 
and pay the coſt and ſpale for that month, ſhall 
be excluded from entering into the ſaid work, or 
adventuring therein during the ſaid adventure, 
and ſhall be contented with ſuch farm as the 
work is ſet for by the reſt ; and in caſe all the 
reſt work their own right, the farm ſhall be rated 
and aſſeſſed by three indifferent tinners. to be 
choſen one by the workers, one by the Owners 
not working, and one by the Steward of the 
Stannary-court within which the work is; and 
in ſuch caſe upon non-entry upon warning, the 
ſet made by moſt part of the Owners, ſhall he 
good and available againſt the other Copart- 
ners. 


20. We find that neither Steward, Bailiff, 
Attorney, Lawyer, or any other Officer, or 
Practitioner in the Stannary-courts, nor their 
Children, nor any one in truſt for them directly 
or indirectly, be made Owners in any tin works 
in ſtrife or variance; and all rights in tin works 
ſo diſpoſed ſhall be deemed void gifts to them, 
and ſhall enure to the Churchwardens for the 

time 
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time being of the pariſh: where the work lieth, 
towards the relief of the poor of the ſaid pariſh ; 
and any tinner that ſhall give, ſell, pawn, or pro- 
miſe directly or indirectly by any means any part 
of any tin work in variance, orthe whole to any 
great man in the country, or perſon, of power 
amongſt the tinners, or to an) other for their 
uſe for defending of them, or in truſt for them, 
whereby the right may be overborne by their 
countehanhce, ſhall for ſuch, offence forfeit” five 
pounds, and the gift and ſale ſhall, be void. 


21. We find that whoſoever hath been in quiet 
poſſeſſion of a tin work, and continuance. of 
working by the ſpace of a year and a day by 
himſelf, or his farmers, or. tinners, ſhall not be 
remoyed from his poſſeſſian, or diſpoſſeſſed 
of his right by any, Command, Order, or Writ 
before judgment againſt him for the right of the 
work, and where neither party hath been work- 
ing a year and a day, but that their right ſtand 
only. upon old renew, or new pitch without con- 
tinued work or bounds, that in this; caſe the 
workers that firſt diſcovered the load, ſhall not be 
moleſted, but continue their working until ver- 
dict ſhall be given againſt 5 in this 
Cale the farm in the interim ſhall be ſequeſtred 
in mean hands, and to be anſwerable to them 
that ſhall recover the right by legal trial. 


22. We agree that where divers Owners being 
in one work, or Partners in one pair of bounds, 
if any of them ſha!l! defraud his partners, 

and 
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and ſo ſuffer the ſaid work or bounds to be void» 
and compoundeth with a ſtranger to cut new 
bounds, making ſome of his children, or others 
Owners, and piveth not reaſonable warning to 
his partners D 2th to ſhew the four corners Y 
he that goeth ſo about to defraud his partners, 
loſeth his part of the ſaid work or bounds to his 
ſaid partners; and he that pitcheth, as he that 
defraudeth, ſhall fall into the penalty of twenty 
pounds apiece; the one half to the Lord-Prince, 
and the other to him ſo defrauded, to be levied 
by eri facias. a 


23. We agree that all gallons, and foot vats, 
are to be called in, and affeered by four ſufficient 
men to be ſworn for the affeering and ſealing 
thereof all at one ſize according to the ancient 
ſtandard, viz. The gallon ought to contain ſix 
wine quarts MVincheſter, and the foot vats ten 
wine quarts ; and whoſoever buyeth or ſelleth 
otherwiſe than by ſuch a ſealed gallon, or foot 
vats, ſhall forfeit ten ſhillings for every ſuch 
offence ; two buyers and two ſellers to be re- 
turned by the head Bailiff of the Stannary to 
be the affeerers, and to have two pence apiece, 
and for the ſeal four pence to the tin Bailiffs, 
and the Steward to have his fee four pence for 
giving the oaths. 


24. We find according to ancient cuſtom, 
that whoſoever ſhall buy or receive any black 
tin or leavings from Blowing-houſes from 
any ſuſpicious perſon, that is not known to be an 

adventurer 
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adyenturer for tin, or'to be a maker of white. 
tin, or owner of a Blowing-houſe, or ſhall 
otherwiſe receive any tin ſtuff from any tinner 
than openly at 7 waſh, or before one ſufficient 
witneſs at the leaſt, ſhall forfeit double the va- 
lue of the tin ſo bought or received by him. 


235. We moreover find and eſtabliſh, that all 

Stewards of the Stannary-courts do keep all their 

-general courts from three weeks to three weeks, 
according to the cuſtom, and not ſome at a 

months end, and ſome ata fortnight, for that is 

to the great prejudice of the Stannaries, except 

ſuch courts as are called Cuſtomary courts, 
which are always kept the morrow after certain 
i | fairs within each Stannary, which have been ac- 

: cuſtomed to be kept, /though they fall within 

a week after the ordinary courts) at the place 

Ii! where the fair is kept, for the benefit of ſuch as 
Vi do attend the fair and the court ; and that the 
Steward do, at the end of every court, appcint 
the day and place of the next court, and ſo pro- 
| claim the ſame at the adjournment of the court, 
- upon pain of ten ſhillings, one half to the Lord- 

11 Prince, and the other half to him that will ſue 
it for the ſame, if it be preſented at a law court 
day by the jury there ſworn ; and that the Head 
| Bailiff do proclaim every court in the marker 
towns in full market within his Stannary, eight 
days at the leaſt before the Court, and the Law- 
court ten days at the leaſt, (according to the or- 
dinances made the thirtieth of Queen Elizabetb, 
article the twenty-firſt) upon pain of ten ſhil- 
lings, 
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lings, one half to the Lord-Prince, and the other 
half to him that will ſue for it, if it be preſented 
at the law- court; and that the cuſtomary courts 
after fairs be always kept at the place where 
the fair is held, according to the cuſtom, or elle 
at the next market-town to the ſame place with- 
in the Stannary, and no farther off, upon 


pain of ten ſhillings. 


26. We find and ordain, that all Stewards of 
the Stannaries ought to attend at their courts in 
their own Perſons, or by their ſufficient Deputy 
being no Attorney towards the court, and that 
no Steward, or Under-Steward of any of the 
tour Stannary-courts, his ſon, or his clerk, be 
of council, or attorney, or ſollicit in any cauſe 
either for Plaintiff or Defendant, in the court 
whereof he ſhall be Steward ; nor that any 
Steward, his ſon, or ſervant, or any attorney 
in that court, do contract for any cauſe of Ac- 
tion, or proſecute the ſame in the Vender's, or 
Giver's name, (according to the thirtieth of 
Queen Elizabeth, the twenty- fifth Article) upon 

ain that every one reſpectively offending herein 


all forfeit five pounds. 


27. We find that, Whereas in the thirtietn 
of Elizabeth, Article the thirty- ninth it is there 
complained that the fees of the Stannary- court 
did daily increaſe, of which they deſired refor- 
mation, and that the Steward ſhould ſet down 
the fees in certain, which hath not yet been 


done, and that the fees now ſince that time are 
D much 
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much increaſed. We do therefore ordain, that 


all Judges, Stewards, Keepers of the Goal, 


Attorneys, Bailiffs, and head Bailiffs of every 
court reſpectively, ſhall take ſach fees, and no 
other, than are fet down in a ſchedule hereunder 
written, upon pain of forfeiture, for every fuch 
taking contrary to this Act, forty ſhillings, the 
one half to the party grieved, and the other 
half to the Lord-Prince. 


28. We find, and according to our ancient 
cuſtoms do agree, that all executions iſſuing out 
of the Stannary-court ſhall ſtand good and 


continue without renewing for one whole year 
and a day. 


29. Wedo order and agree, that no original 
proceſs ſhall be held good or lawful, that ſhall 
have any raizure in any material point, except 
in the date only, and for that one penny ſhall be 
paid to the Steward for-new dating thereof, and 
no more; and that all Bailiffs make due return 
o all the warrants that ſhall come to their 
hands, the next court after the ſervice thereof, 
and at the ſame court from whence it iſſued, ex- 
cept the tlaintiff and Defendant do agree before 


the return; and that the head Bailiff of every 


Stannary do keep all ſuch warrants on a file, to 
be ſhewed at all times, as ſhall be ſo returned to 
them, upon pain of torfeitureof twenty ſhillings. 


30. Foraſmuch as the head Bailiff of every 
Stannary is a publick officer, and of great truſt, 
and 
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and ought to be reſponſible to anſwer all eſcapes, 
and executions received, and money depoſited, 
that ſhall come to his hands, it is requilite 
he ſhould be publickly known to all parties. 
We do therefore agree, that every head Bailiff 
now in being, ſhall at the law court next comin 

within the 1 whereof he ſhall be Bailiff 
and every head Bailiff hereafter ſhall at the next 
law-court coming after he ſhall be made head 
Bailiff in chief, exhibit his patent in court, 
there to be entered and remain. on record, and 
ſhall take oath in open court, in the preſence of 
the grand jury .then and there ſworn for the 
ſaid Stannary if it be a law-court, for the due 
execution of his office, and that he ſhall in 
perſon attend on his office every court, or by 
Fucient deputy ; and that neither he, his Son, 
deputy, of ſervant, be of council or attorney, or 
ſollicit any cauſe directly or indirectly, or bring, 
or get any cauſe in action in the Stannary court, 
whereof he is Bailiff, upon pain of forfeiture for 

ir 


every thing ſollicited directly or indirectly, the 
ſum of five pounds. 


31. We agree, that twenty Bailiffs be allowed 
in each Stannary, and no more, who ſhall either 
give bond or recognizance in the court, in the 
ſum of five pounds for the good abearing of 
themſelves in their office or place; and they to 
be choſen by the ſix Stannators, or moſt part of 
them in the ſeveral Stannaries where they dwell, 
or in default of the Stannators by the grand jury 
at the law-court, and upon the death or diſcon- 
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tinuance of any one of them, the defect to be ma 

up as aforeſaid, But in caſe where the Plainti 
will have a ſpecial Bailiff, that then the Plaintiff. 
is to anſwer tor his Bailiff's miſdemeanors, and 
that no Steward ſhall diſallow any ſpecial Bailiffs, 
which ſhall be nominated by the Plaintiff; ard 
if any Bailiff break his bond or recognizance, 
and being thereof lawfully convicted, if ever he 
be found Tuing any Stannary proceis, he ſhall 
be impriloned jor one whole year. 


2. We find that no warrant of contempt be 
ranted by the Vice- Warden, or any of the Stew- 
ards at the Prince's ſuit upon a return of a 
reſcous or aſſault made upon any Bailiff on exe- 
cuting any Stannary proceſs, betore the caſe be 
firſt heard before the Vice-Warden or Steward of 
the court where ſuch return was made. 


33. We agree that the liberty acknowledged 
in the preſentment, Anno 16 Henry VIII. Arti- 
cle the 22d, that priſoners at mainprize may 
have liberty of the whole borough of Lofwythicl, 
is and ſhall be underſtood of priſoners upon 
original proceſs, and not for priſoners upon ex- 
ecution or miſdemeanors, and to extend ſo far 
as the houſes of the inhabitants ſhall reach with - 
in the Borough and no farther. 8 


34. We find and agree, that the keeper upon 
original proceſs may take baif,” returning the 
ſame into the next ccurt from whence the origi - 
nal proceeded; but for judicial procels, he is not 
| 0 
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to deliver the priſoner but by mandate from the 
Vice-Warden or Warranty of record or conſent 
of the Plaintiff under his hand for the keeper's 
diſcharge. 0 | 


35. We find and agree, that if the Vice- 
Warden make any liberate for the enlargement 
of any priſoner on execution, without the con- 
ſent of the Plaintiff, that he make good ſo much 
as ſhall be judicially ordered within three weeks 
following next after ſuch order, and we utterly 
deny and diſlike taking of bonds to the Plain- 
tiff's uſe upon granting a liberate. 


36. We find and agree, that there be but 
four Defendants names inſerted in one warrant, 
unleſs more than four Detendants be joined in the 
ſame action, provided that all ſuch warrants be 
returned to be filed by the head Bailiff, except 
ſuch as come to the keeper's hands, and they 
to be kept on a file by him according to the 
29th article. \ 


37. We agree that there be perſonal appea- 
rance upon an arrelt, except by, mandate from 
the Vice-Warden upon apparent ſuggeſtion, and 
that upon appearance by attorney, the attorney 
ſhall appear to all actions; but if any be charged 
in face of court to appear, he ſhall give ſecurity 
to anſwer the action at diſcretion of the Stew- 
ard, and then to have three courts to anſwer. 


38. 
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38. We agree that no fines, iſſues, amercia- 
ments, and profits of the Stannary-court, paya- 
ble to the audit, be gathered by the Bailiffs be- 
fore the eſtreats be affeered by four of the moſt 
ſubſtantial cuſtomers and ſufficient affeerers, 
with the Vice-Warden's hand and ſeal of the 
Dutchy thereto, upon pain of five pounds, the 
one half to the Prince, and the other half 
-to the common treaſury of the Stan- 
naries. | 


39. We find great abuſes in the Bailiffs of 
the Stannaries in ſerving proceſs by night, and 
on the Sabbath-days : We do henceforth there- 
fore agree, that no Bailiff or Bailiffs do arreſt 
any perion on the Sabbath-day, or in the night, 
except it be ſuch as are fugitives and bankrupts, 
upon pain of twenty ſhillings for every ſuch 
offence, and impriſontnent at the pleaſure of 
the Vice-Warden, the one half to the Lord- 
Prince, and the other half to the common trea- 
lury of the Stannaries. 


40. We find that all appeals in the 3 
ought to be taken at all times when they ſhall 
be exhibited, either to the Steward, Vice-War- 
den, Lord-Warden, or to the Prince's High- 
neſs after the declaration entered in court, and 
the Defendant to make his choice whom firft to 
appeal to, and ſo upward ; provided no Stan- 
nary Steward receive any appeal before verdict 
given, And it ſuch Steward ſhall admit =o 
uc 


ſuch appeal before verdict given, that then the 
Steward ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence forty 
ſhillings, the one half to the Lord-Prince, and 
the other half to the party grieved, to be levied 
by the Lord-Warden or the Vice Warden's 
command, unleſs he ſhall ſatisfy the ſame. 


41. We find and agree, that the ſeal of the 
Dutchy belongeth to the Vice-Warden, as ap- 
peareth by his patent, and that the Stewards 
having ſeverally a ſeal for expedition and con- 
venience of the ſuitors have but the ule only, 
and not the profit thereof ; and that all proceſs 
whatſoever iſſuing out of the Stannary- court 
ought to proceed under ſeal of the Dutchy. - 


42. We find that the party appealing ought 
to prolecute his appeal, 'and procure his hear- 
ing within fix weeks at fartheſt after the date of 
his mandate, ſuperſedeas, or liberate, and there- 
of give ſufficient notice to the adverſe party; 
and that the firſt day aſſigned for the hearing be 
peremptory to the party appealing to prove his 
luggeſtions, except where his witneſſes cannot be 
preſent in caſe ot neceſſity, and that proved, ar 
the Vice-Warden himſelf cannot be preſent. in 
like caſe of neceſſity, otherwiſe the appeal ipſo 
fa#o to be diſmiſſed, and the court to beat large. 


43. We find that in caſes of appeals, when 
the proofs and allegations have been fully heard, 
that the Judge in equity deter not his order to 
alecond ſitting, except in caſe. of manifeſt dif- 

ficulty 
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ficulty, in which caſe that he declare his order 
within three weeks after the hearing at fartheſt. 


44. We find that if any man be committed 
upon contempt, either by the Vice-Warden, or 
from the court, that he be not delivered by the 
keepers, but by ſuch as have power to enlarge 
him, upon pain of puniſhment at the Lord- 
- Warden's, or Vice-Warden's diſcretion. 


45. We do agree and order it accordingly, 

that upon appeal when it is paſt againſt the ap- 

pellant confideration is to 2 had of the coſt 
of the appeal by the Vice-Warden. | 


46. We do order and agree, that every Bai- 
Iiff who ſhall make any arreſt within the Stan- 
nary, and ſhall make return of any ſuretyſnip, 
unleſs the ſurety by him taken do endorſe his 
name, or ſign, on the back fide of the warrant with 
the date of the day he became ſurety, or that 
the Bailiff be able to prove the ſuretyſhip by 
one ſufficient witneſs at the leaſt, if any Bailiff 
make return otherwiſe, ſuch returns are not 
to be received by the Steward, but to be eſteem- 


| | 
| | 1 ed of no force. 


47. We do likewiſe order and agree, that the 
Plaintiff's attorney take care that they have their 
declarations ready at the ſame court when. the 
Defendant ſhall appear, if it be required by the 
Defendant, otherwiſe the Steward is to grant 
a Nonſuit againſt the Plaintiff ; which if the 

Steward 
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Steward ſhall not do the ſame, being required 
the Defendant or his Attorney, the Steward 
ſhall forfeit to the Lord-Prince forty ſhillings 


for a fine. ** 


All which ſaid ſeveral laws, cuſtoms, and 
conſtitutions, are hereby declared to be farther 
ratiſied, eſtabliſned, and confirmed ſo far as 
they are unexpired, and not repugnant to any 
act of Parliament, or to any act or conſtitution 
made in the Convocations held in the Reigns 
of King Charles the firſt, King James the ſe- 
cond, Queen Anne, or in this preſent Convoca- 
tion. 


And whereas at the Convocation of four and 
twenty Stannators or Parliament of tinners aſ- 
ſembled for the Stannaries in Cornwall, be- 
fore William Coryton, Eſq; Vice-Warden of the 
ſaid Stannaries by the direction of the Right 
Hon. Philip Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, 
Lord-Warden of the Stannaries of Cornwall 
and Devon, by virtue of the King's Majeſty's 
Royal Letters under the Signet to him directed, 
bearing date the 17th day of December in the 
11th year of his Majeſty King Charles the firſt, 
holden at Loſtwythiel the 15th of Auguſt, in the 
twelfth year of_ the reign of his ſaid Majeſty, 
and prorogued from the 18th unto the laſt of 
the ſaid Month of Auguſt, and continued until 
the zd day of September, which ſaid convocation 
conſiſted of the follpwing Stannators, viz.

We the ſaid four and twenty Starmators elec- 
ted and choſen by the four Mayors of the towns 
of Laſtioythiel, Launceſton, Truro, and Helſtone, 
and by the Council ot the ſaid Boroughs, accord- 


ing to their ancient Preſcri 


ption and Uſage of 


the ſaid 'Stannaries, and aſſembled as aloncfald. 
took 1 into our conſidt ration the Articles follow. 


ing; , VIZ, 
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1. For that the unanimous conſent of the full 
four and twenty (according to the letter of the 
Charter of pardon) pay not be had to every. or- 
dinance propounded, to the end that our en- 
deavours for want of one or a few yoices ſhall 
not fall to the ground, we following former 
Precedents and Uſage do agree, conſtitute, and 
ordain, that 449 Propoſition ſhall be 
affirmed and concluded by ſixteen voices or 
more, but not under, the ſame ſhall ſtand and 
be binding as the act of us all. 


2. We think fit that the Reſolutions declared 
by the learned Judges, Anno 6 Jacobi Regis, 
one thouſand ſix hundred and eight, and enrol- 
led in the high Court of Chancery, ſhould be 
enrolled and entered in a Ledger Book for the 
Stannaries, and that Copies e ſhould be 
taken by the ſeveral Stewards of the Stannary- 
courts, and entered into their Court- book, and 
publiſned by them at the Courts, that they 
may be known, and in every point duly ob- 


ſerved. 


3. We preſent and affirm, that by common 
preſcribed Stannary Right, any Tinner may 
bound any Waſtrel dk, within the County of 
Cornwall that is unbounded, or void of lawful 
bounds ; and alſo any ſeveral and encloſed land 
that hath been anciently bounded and aſſured for 
Waſtrel, by delivering of toll tin to the Lord of 
the ſoil before that the hedges were made upon it z 
and alſo ſuch and ſo much of the Prince's ſeveral 
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and incloſed cuſtomary land within the Ancient 
Putchy Aſſeſſionable Mannors, as hath been 
anciently bounded with Turts, according to 
the ancient cuſtom and uſage within the ſaid ſe- 
veral Dutchy Mannors, and not otherwiſe, the 
Tinner paying out of ſuch land fo bounded the 
uſual roll only as is generally paid within the 
Stannaries, that is the fifteenth diſh or part, ſa- 


ving in ſuch places where a ſpecial cuſtom hath 


limited another rate of toll. : 

4. Wepreſent and affirm our genera] cuſtom 
of gaining and keeping right in bounds to be by 
new picch and renew, in ſuch manner as it now 
is, and anciently hath been in uſe in the ſeveral 
Stannaries; which ſaid general cuſtom we limit, 
ordain, and agree that it ſhall be thus under- 
ſtood, viz. That an Owner working his tin- 
work by himſelf, his Wages-man, or Farmer, 
paying toll once a year and a . or other wiſe 
continuing his working without fraud in driving 
an Adit unto, or ſinking a ſhatt upon the ſaid 
Work, and withal preſerving the four corner 
bounds, ſo as they be ſeen or ſufficiently pro- 
ved, if they, or any of them ſhall be newly or 
caſually or malicioufly defaced, ſo long the ſaid 
Owner ſhall not loſe his bounds for default of 


renewing. 


. We preſent and affirm, that by our ancient 
W ben the Spalliard working with Pick and 
Shovel, the Water-man, the Boll or Barrow- 
man, the Dreſſer, the Blower, and all other 

SO tinner- 
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Tinner-labourers and workmen, that neceſſarily 
attend getting the tin, or the dreſſing, blowing, 
or whitening it, ſo long as they continue their 
working without fraud, are properly called Jo 
vileged tinners, and are not to ſue, or be ſued 
out of the Stannary-courts, ſaving in caſe of life, 
land, or limb. And we further preſent and af- 
firm, that all the ſaid former privileged Tinners 
if they ſhall diſcontinue their working about tin 
and tin-works, and alſo all the officers and miniſ- 
ters of both courts, the Aﬀeerers, the Owners of 
tin-works in waſtrel or ſeveral, the adventurers 
in tin-works, the buyers of black or white tin, 
and generally all others that intermeddle with 
tin, are called Tinners at large, and have alſo the 
liberty, privilege, and benefit to ſue and may 
be ſued in the Stannary-courts for matters there 
determinable, and may alſo ſue and be ſued at 


the common law, at the pleaſure of the Plain» 
tiff. 


6. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that the 
owners of Blowing-houſes, or their deputies, or 
any of them, ſhall once yearly between the end of 
March and Midſummer, exhibit unto the Steward 
of the Stannary Court reſpectively, where his 
Blowing-houle lieth, the names of ſuch Blowers 
as they have entertained to keep their Blowing- 
houſes, and if they ſhall change and retain any 
new Blower after Midſummer and before the 
end of March, they ſhall likewiſe give in the 
name of ſuch as ſhall be retained or changed, at 


the 
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the firſt court after ſuch retainer, upon pain of 
ten ſhillings for every default herein. ” 


5. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that every 

Blower, betore he ſhall be admitted to blow in 
any Blowing-houſes, ſhalt be ſworn in one of the 
Stannary-courts that he ſhall not make, nor 
with his knowledge, or conſent, ſuffer to be 
made any falſified rin by artifictal mixture, or 
by caſting in any block of tin any baſer metal 
than tin, and that he ſhall deal juſtly berween 
man and man, as near as he can, in their turn- 
ings and otherwiſe, and ſhall take a conſtat or 
certificate, that he hath been ſworn under the 
hand of the Steward of the court before whom 
he was ſworn. 


8. And we further agree, conſtitute and or- 
dain that the ſaid Blowers, or one of them, 
ſhall bring into the Stannary-court reſpectively, 
twice in the year, a liſt in writing, which ſhall 
contain the juſt number of blocks, ſlabs, and 
ſpoonfuls of tin, which have been blown in the 
ſaid houſes, with the names of the owners of them 
for whom they were blown; the firſt certificate 
to contain the tin blown from the firſt day of 
May to the fifteenth day of October incluſive, 
and the ſecond certificate to contain all the tin 
blown from the fixteenth day of October to the 
laſt day of April incluſive, which ſeveral certifi- 
cates ſhall be exhibited at the next court after 
the houſe ſhall leave off, And if any Blower 
ſhall work in any Blowing-houfe before he * 
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de ſworn, or ſhall not make certificate in the 


court of the tin by them blown as aforefaid, 
they ſhall. forfeit for every default herein, forty 
failings. And we. alſo agree, conſtitute, and 
ordain that the Owners of the'Blowing-houſes, 
or one of them, or their Depurics, that have 
the charge of the ſaid houſe, ſhall ſign the ſaid 
Blower's certificate, the ſame being tendered unto 


them, or one of them, and they thereunto re- 


uired, , and rhat they ſhall not admit ay 
lower to work in their hauſes, before he ſhal 
be ſworn and his oath certified às aforeſaid, un- 
der the pain of twenty ſhillings for every Default 
herein.

We preſent and affirm, that whatſoever 
White tin ſhall be carried from an Blowing- 
houſe, directly or indirectly, otherwiſe than to

12. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that the

tinner, nor the adventuring-tinner, ought to pay 
any fine or conſideration to the parſon or vicar, 
or their proctors, for, or out of the profit of their 


labour, or adventure for tin. 


13. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that 
wholoever ſhall pitch any bounds, ſhall enter his 
proclamation for the fame in the Stannary-court, 
where the ground lieth, at the firſt court that 
ſhall be holden after the ſaid pitch; in which 
proclamation he ſhall ſet down the day of the 

itch, the names of his fellow-owners, the name 
of the faid work, and the old name alſo, to- 
ther with the Place where the bounds lie, or -

16, We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that 


* where there are many co-partners in a tin- work, 


ſach Owners as, upon the reaſonable warning 

iven them, ſhall not either ſet their parts to 
farm, or bring in their men or money according 
to their parts, within one month after the work 
ſhall be jet to work, paying coſt and ſpale for 
that month, ſuch Owners ſhall be excluded 
trom entering or adventuring in the ſaid work 


during that adventure, and ſhall have only ſuch 
farm 
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farm as the work is fet for by the reſt of the 
Owners; and in cafe of non-entry upon reaſon- 
able warning, if it be a work of charge and not 
of preſent profit, a ſet made by moſt part ot the 
Owners of the tin-work by our cuſtom is, and 
ſhall be good and available againſt the reſt of 
the Co-partners. And in caſe where none of 
the Owners have made any ſet, but all of them 
either adventure or forbear entry, there the farm 
ſhall be aſſeſſed by the oaths of three indifferent 
tinners that are to be choſen, one by the workers, 
one by the Owners not adventuring, and the 
third by the Steward of the Stannary-court 
where the work lieth. 


17. We preſent, and affirm our cuſtom to be, 
that neither Vice-Warden, Steward, Bailiff, 
Lawyer, Attorney, nor any other officer or 
practiſer in the Stannary- juriſdiction, nor any 
great perſon in the county, nor any man of 
power among tin-works, nor their children, 
clerks, ſervants or friends in truſt for them, 
directly or indirectly, ought to be made Owners 
in any tin-works in variance, and for that 
rights in tin works are many times overborne by 
countenance, We further agree, conſtitute, and 
ordain that what tinner ſoever ſhall give, ell, 
or promiſe, directly or indirectly, any tin-works, 
or bounds in variance, or any part thereof to 
any the perſons aforeſaid, or in truſt tor them 
as aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit five pounds, and that 
the gift, ſale, promiſe, or diſpoſition, ſhall be 
deemed to be void in regard to him to whom it 
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is made; and that the right or part ſo given, or 
fold, promiſed, or diſpoſed, ſhall enure to the 
Church-Wardens of the pariſh where the work 
lieth, for the time being, and their ſucceſſors, 
towards the relief of the poor of the ſaid pariſh. 


18. We preſent and affirm our cuſtom to be, 
that whatſoever tinner hath been in quiet poſ- 
ſeſſion of a tin-work by the ſpace of a year and 
a day, by himlelf, his farmers, or workers, he 
on not to be removed from the poſſeſſion, or 
di og of his farm-tin by any command, 
order, ſequeſtration, injunction, or other writ 
whatſoever, before that verdict ſhall be againſt 
him for the right of the tin-work. And in caſe, 
where neither party hath been in b of 
quiet working a- year and a day, but that the 
variance is about old right and new pitch, We 
agree, conſtitute, and ordain that the workers 
that were firſt in, and diſcovered the right, ſhall 
not be moleſted, but ſhall continue their poſſeſ- 
ſion until verdict ſhall be againſt them upon the 
title; but the farm, in the interim, ſhall be ſe- 
queſtrated and depoſited in meſne hands, to 
@ xg to him that ſhall recover by legal 
trial. 


19. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that if 
any owner, partner, or keeper of bounds for 
other men, ſhall ſuffer the ſaid bounds to be un- 
renewed, and ſo become void, and ſhall not firſt 
declare and give reaſonable warning unto the 
reſt of the Owners, that he no longer will be

20. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that for 
uniformity of meaſure, all black tin, that ſhall 
be fold to be delivered by mealure, ſhall be 
meaſured and packed by a ſeal-gallon, which 
ſhall contain ſix wine Quarts Wincheſter, and 
ſhall be hooped and bound with iron, and affeer- 
ed before the ſealing thereof, before two ſuf- 
ficient Tinners upon their oaths to be returned 
by the head Bailiff, whereof one to be a buyer of 
black tin or Owner of a Blowing-houſe, and the 
other ſhall be a ſeller of black tin; and that every 
Blowing-houſe ſhall have a gallon ſo ſealed for 
the ſatisfaction of their cuſtomers, in point of 
proof in the fire; and that — buy 
or ſell tin by meaſure, otherwiſe than by a mea- 
{ure ſo ſealed and affeered, ſhall forfeit ten ſhil- 
lings for every ſuch offence. 


21. 
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21. We preſent, and affirm our antient cuſ- 
tom to be, that no man ought to buy or receive 
any black tin, otherwiſe than openly at a waſh 
from the ſheet, nor to buy or receive any tin 

ſtuff, or the leavings of Blowing-houſes, from 
2 ſuſpicious perſon that is hot known to be an 
adventurer for tin, or a worker of white tin, or 
Owner in a Blowing houſe; and for reformation 
- hereof, We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that 
whoſoever ſhall otherwiſe buy or receive any 
black tin, than openly at a waſh, or before two 
ſufficient witneſſes, or ſhall buy or receive any 
tin ſtuff or leavings of Blowing-houſes, other- 
wiſe than of honeſt perſons, and before two ſuffi- 
cent witneſſes at the feaſt, as well the ſeller, as the 
buyer and receiver, ſhall forfeit double the value 
of the thing ſold and delivered; and they ſhall 
further make full recompence to the party that 
ſhall be thereby engl, either by toll, farm, 
ſhare or otherwiſe; for recovery whereof, the 
wronged ſhall have his election to lay his 
action againſt the ſeller or buyer at his plea- 
ſure. | 


Laws of the STANNARTES 


22. We preſent, and affirm that by our cuſ- 
tom, the Stannary-Stewards ought to keep their 
courts trom three weeks to three weeks, and not 
within, except the Law-courts or Special-courts

i; And we agree, conſtitute, and ordain that

to the head Bailiff to call the ſame; and ſhall 
likewiſe give to the head Bailiff a warrant to call 
the Law-court twenty days before the day of the 
ſaid Law-court ; and if the Steward ſhall offend 
in any of thoſe points, he ſhall forfeit five 
pounds to be recovered in any of the Stannary- 
courts, 


23. And we likewiſe conſtitute and ordain 
that the head Bailiff ſhall cauſe every general- 
court to be called in full market in the uſual 
market-towns, at leaſt ten days before the day of 
the court ; and the Law-courts to be ſo called at 
leaſt fifteen days before the ſame day; and the 
Bailiff making default herein ſhall forfeit forty 
ſhillings. | 


24. We find and preſent that by our antient 
cuſtom, the writs of execution by eri faczas, or 
capias corpus, iſſuing out of the Stannary-court, 
do ſtand and continue in force by the ſpace of a 
year and a day. 


25. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that no 
warrant of contempt ſhall be granted by the 
Vice-Warden or Steward, upon a return of a 
reſcous made upon a bailiff's oath, before ſuch 
time as the party ſuppoſed to be faulty ſhall be 
precepted in to appear for the examination of 

| the 
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the ſame, and to 2 his Witneſſes for his 
clearing therein; but if he ſhall not appear 


upon ſuch Precept, the warrant of contempt to 
be granted againſt him, as againſt a Delinquent. 


26. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that 


where a Surety is returned upon an Arreſt, if 
the Surety ſhall not have indors'd his Name or 
Sign upon the .back of the Warrant, with the 
day when he become Surety ; or otherwiſe, if 
the Bailiff cannot prove ſuch Suretyſhip by one 
ſufficient Witneſs at the leaſt, the ſaid Return 
to be deemed void, and of no force touchin 
the return of the Surety, but ſhall ſtand g 
againſt the Party arreſted ; and likewiſe upon 
common Bail the return ſhall be void, un- 
leſs the Bailiff ſhall be able to prove by the 

arty's indorſement, or by one Witneſs at the 
leaſt that the party arreſted did conſent to have 
common bail returned. 


27. We preſent, and affirm that the Plain- 
tiff's Attorney ought to enter his Declaration at 
or before the Defendant's appearance, or at far- 
theſt the third Court after the Arreſt, at which 
time the Defendant, or his Attorney, calling for 
his copy, the Plaintiff's Attorney ſhall declare 
in ſcriptis, otherwiſe the Steward ſhall enter a 
Nonſuit; which if he ſhall not do, the Defen- 
dant, or his Attorney calling for it, the Steward 
ſhall forfeit forty ſhillings to the party grieved. 
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28. We preſent, and affirm our cuſtom to be, 
that a Tinner may bring an Addit through any 
other Men's bounds in Waſtrel without leave, 
2 which Addit he is to have a Paſſage 
only for his Water; but if he ſhall break tin, 
or diſcover a load in his drift, or ſinking of 
day ſhafts, he is to have no benefit of the ſaid 
tin or load, but ſhall leave it wholly to the 
Owners of the bounds within which it is. And 
we farther preſent and ſay, that we have not any 
cuſtom or precedent. to warrant a tinner to 
bring an Addit to his Work through other 
Men's ſeveral lands, nor to avoid his Water 
through another Man's Addit, without licence 
of the Owner of the ſeveral lands, or of the 
Addit firſt had and obtained, and compoſition 
made with them for the ſame. 


29. We preſent and affirm that by ancient right 
and cuſtom tything Men, in the Stannary of 
Blackmore, being ſworn Officers of the Court. 
ſhall and may warn any Perſon within the ſaid 
Stannary of Blackmore to the ſaid Court ex 
efficio without any writ of ſummons, 


30. We preſent and affirm that Writs of 
Prohibition lie in the Stannary-court in caſe of 
Land, Life, and Limb, and in caſes where the 
Stannary-court doth proceed after that the Ju- 
riſdiction is outed by a foreign Plea duly pleaded 
and proved; and that the Writ of habeas Corpus, 


and of Corpus cum Cauſa doth likewiſe lie in the 
&@ Stan- 
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Stannaries, and hath been uſually returned; and 
that upon Cauſe in Court ſhewed upon the Re- 
turn of the Court, the Cauſe bath been remand · 
ed, and procedendo in the Stannary. But we 
preſent and affirm, that the Writs of Certiorari 
of Error, or of falſa Judment, do not lie. 


31. We are conſtitute, and ordain that if 
any Tin-works under bonds hath lain, or 


mall lie unwrought by the ſpace: of ſeven, years, 


and if any tinner ſhall be deſirous to work: the 
ſame, he ſhall lignily ſuch his. purpoſe to the 
Owners of the ſaid Work, or to the moſt, of 
them, and ſhall cauſe to be: entered of Record 
upon. the Court-book the place where the ſaid. 
Work lieth, and the time of ſuch his declara- 
tion, to whom; and before whom, and then if the 
Owners of the ſaid Work, or ſome of them, 
ſhall not work, ſet, or procure the ſaid Work 
to be wrought within one year next after ſuch 
declaration made unto them, if the Owners 
have not any, other Work then in working by 
their own. Adventure, it ſhall be lawful for the 
ſaid Perſon that gave ſuch warning to the Ow- 
ners to work the ſaid Work at Farm,, as, long, 
as .he will continue his coſts therein, paying to 
the Owner, if it be dry Work, the ſeventh diſh 
to farm; and it it, be a Water-work, that 
draweth Water, both Summer and Winter, but; 
the ninth. diſh. to farm, Provided that Before 
he enter into the Work, he ſhall give ſufficient. 
caution, ſuch as the Steward of the Stannary- 
court ſhall allow, ſor the. well and. arderly Work.

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ing and Preſervation of the ſaid Work; and 
that he ſhall not break the Pillars, Backs, 
Vaults, or binding thereof, nor fill the Addit 
therrof to the prejudice or deſtruction $f the 
ſaid Work. But for Tia-works in ſeveral 
lands unbounded, which belong to the Lords 
of the Soil only; we affirm and ſay, that by 
our cuſtom no Tinner may work in ſeveral or 
unbounded lands without the leave of the Lord 
or Owner of the Soil.

22, We preſent and affirm that all force in 
matter of Tin, and going armed to Tin-works, 
or Waſhes, is puniſhable by our cuſtoms. And 
for making the Penalties thereof certain, we 

e, declare, conſtitute, and ordain that who- 
ſoever ſhall forcibly enter into any Tin-work, 
and diſturb the Workers, and [hall by force 
violence take away and detain any Tin at any 
Waſh, be it ſhare, or toll, or farm, from the 
Workers, Lords, or Owners in polleſſion re- 
ſpectively, being thereof convicted, all ſatisfy 
to the party wronged double the value theredf ; 
and ſhall further for the ſaid force 'piy ſuch 
fine as the Judge before whom he ſhall be con- 
victed ſhall aſſeſs according to the quantity of 
the offence, ſo as it be not under five pounds, 
nor above twenty pounds z and every one that 
ſhall be an aider or abetter therein, ſhall be 
ſubje& to ſuch fine as the Judge before whom 
he ſhall be convicted ſhall aſſeſs, ſo as it ex- 
ceed not half of the former pains aſſeſſed upon 
the principal Actors * Delinquenks.

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33. For that it is in. the Tinners choice whe- 
ther he will coin in Auguſt, the beginning of 
which Coinage is beyond the Memory of the 
oldeſt Man living, or will ſtay till Alichaelmas 
to coin at cheaper rate; we think fit to leaye 
Augili Coipage to the will of the Tinner.

The ſeveral wholeſome laws and conſtitutions 
following were declared and enacted, viz.

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We the aboveſaid four and twenty Stannators 
being duly elected and returned by the four 
reſpective Mayors and Councils of the ſeveral 
towns of Loſtwythiel, Truro, Helſtone, and Laun- 
ceſton, to ſerve in this preſent Convocation or 
Parliament of tinners, do find that King John 
by his Charter granted and confirmed to the 
church of St. Peter's in Exon, and Symon Biſhop 
of Exon, and his ſucceſſors Biſhops of Exon, 
the tithe of the antient farm of the tin in 
the Counties of Devon and Cornwall with all 
liberties and cuſtoms thereto belonging. 


We likewiſe find that the tinners in Cornwall 
have time out of mind had and enjoyed divers 
and ſundry liberties and privileges, which 
Edward the firſt by his Charter under the 
great ſeal of England, dated at Weſtminſter 
the tenth of April, in the thirty-third year 
of his reign did confirm, and granted ſome 
new privileges, as by that Charter allowed in 
parliament in the five and thirtieth year of 
the reign of Edward the firſt, and was again 
confirmed in the firſt year of Edward the third, 
and the ſeventeenth of Edward the third, it 
doth and may appear. And we further find 
an Expoſition of the ſaid Charter of the three 
and thirticth of Edward the firſt, that was 
made in the Parliament holden in the fiftieth 
year of Edward the third, which faid Charter 
was likewiſe confirmed in the fifth year of 

H the 
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the reign of Richard the ſecond, in the third 
year of Edward the fourth, in the firſt year 
of Edward the ſixth, in the firſt and ſecond 
years of Philip and Mary, and the ſecond year 
of Queen Elizabetb. And we likewiſe find 
that King Henry the ſeventh granted a Charter 
of Pardon, with a new grant and declaration 
of liberties and privileges to the tinners of Coru- 
wall, in the three and twentieth year of his 
reign, which ſaid Charter was alſo confirmed 
in the twelfth year of the reign of Queen Eli- 
zabetb. We find likewiſe, that ſeveral Convo- 
cations or Parliaments of tinners have been 
from time to time held, but in the late horrid 
Rebellion againſt our late Sovereign Lord King 
Charles the firſt, of ever bleſſed and glorious 
memory in the year 1644, the Rebels under the 
command ot the Earl of Eſſex, the Prince's Ex- 
chequer at Leſuytbiel was plundered, and moſt 
of the Records deſtroyed. But we find that 
at a Convocation or Parliament of tinners held 
at Loſtwythiel the eight and twentieth day of 
September, in the two and, twentieth year of 
King James the firſt, before the Right Honour- 
able William Earl of Pembroke, then Lord- 
Warden of the Stannaries, there were ſeveral 
laws and conſtitutions made in affirmation of 
our cuſtoms. We find further, that at another 
Convocation or Parliament of tinners held at 
Loſtevytbiel aforeſaid, the twelſth day of Auguſt 
in the eleventh year of the reign our ſaid late 
Sovereign Lord King Charles the firſt, * 

the 
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the Right Honourable Philip Earl of Pembroke 
and Montgomery, then Lord-Warden. of the 
Stannaries of Devon and Cornwall, there were 
ſeveral laws and conſtitutions made in affirma- 
tion of our cuſtoms. 


And we do allow, ratify, and confirm all 
the ordinances and declarations made, declared, 
and ordained, in and by the ſaid ſeveral acts 
and conſtitutions of Convocation not altered, 
abridged, or made void by act of Parliament, 
or by the conſtitutions herein after made and 
ordained. And we do likewiſe approve and 
confirm all our antient and laudable cuſtoms 
relating to the properties and privileges of the 
tinners. And for further declaration of our 
cuſtoms and laws, and the ordering and ſet- 
tling ſuch Matters as we think fit and neceſ- 
ſary upon mature conſideration to be altered, 
4 and ſettled for the better Govern- 
ment of the Stannaries of Cornwall, and the 
good and benefit of the tinners therein, ac- 
cording to his Majeſty's faid gracious com- 
miſſion, granted and ſignified to the Right 
Honourable the Lord-Warden for the Set- 
tlement of the Stannaries of Cornwall, and 
the redreſs of all the abuſes and grievances 
therein. | 


We do farther agree, conſtitute, and ordain 
in manner and form following :

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Inprimis, We agree, conſtitute, and ordain that

the Party that cut them, and the true Bounds 
and limits of the corners thereof, otherwiſe the 
laid pitch to be void. And alſo that when 
any pitch of new Bounds ſhall be entered in 
the Stannary-court, the ſame ſhall be openly 
er der. at that court and two courts fol- 
owing, before writs of poſſeſſions ſhall be grant- 
ed, and ſhall be engroſſed and poſted up in 
ſome open place in the court, during the con- 
tinuance of ſuch three courts before a Writ of 
poſſeſſion.

We do agree, conſtitute, and or- 
dain that when there are ſeveral adventurers 
in one tin work, and any of the coſts or 
charges of the ſaid tin work for goods, wages, 
or otherwiſe ſhall be behind and unpaid, the 
party and parties to whom any money 5 
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be due for goods or wages, ſhall only ſue the 
perſon or 2 who "Vote or ae 
for the ſaid goods, or hired or contracted with 
the labourers to work in the ſaid work, and 
not any other adventurer.

The Tin ſhall be forteited to the Lord of the 
Soil in ſeveral, and to the Lord of the Soil and 
Bounder in Waſtrel, according to their ſeveral 
proportions, and the Offender or Worker at 
the ſame Tin with Hammer, ſhall be indicted 
or preſented thereof; and if convicted, ſhall 
forfeit forty ſhillings. And if it be by Bill, 
Plaint, or Information, then the Lord Duke, 
or King, all have the one half, and he that 
will ſue for the ſame, the other half with coſts 
and damages, wherein no Effoin, Wager of 
Law, or Protection to be allowed.

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24. Item. Whereas the Vice-warden | hath 
heretofore ſigned: the common warrants or ca- 
pias, and likewiſe blank executions in the mar- 

nt of them, and hath fees for the ſame; we 
45 order, conſtitute, and appoint that the ſaid 
watrants, and blank executions ſhall be left in 
the hand of the reſpective ſtewards, and not 
delivered over to the bailiff till the ſame be 
filled, that it may be known when ſuch war- 
rants are uſed, which may be material in 1 
cauſes depending i in the courts.

We do agree, conſtitute, and or- 
dain that no perſon being a member of this 
Convocation, ſhall at any time hereafter be 
returned or ſummoned to ſerve, or be in any 
Jury whatſoever, in the Stannary-courts ; nor 
be amerced for, or in relation to ſuch Ser- 
VICE. 


27. Item. We agree, conſtitute, and or- 
dain that there ſhall be allowed for publick 
Bailiffs in every Stannary as followeth (that is 
to ſay) for the Stannary of Blackmore twelve 
Bailiffs ; for the Stannary of Penwith and Kir- 
rier 
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dier, twelve Bailiffs; for the Stannary of 7 YWwarn- 
Gayle, ten Bailiffs; and for the Stannary of 
Foymore, four Baihiffs and no more; and that 
the names of the Bailiffs of the aid) Stanna- 
ries may be ſet up in the Court of each Stanna- 
ry, and that the table of fees be likewiſe put up 
in the ſaid courts: reſpectively ; and the Attor- 
nies, of the ſaid court ſhall make and deliver 
their Bills of Coſts to their Clients in Engliſh 
fairly written, and not in Court-hand; and 
every ſuch Bailifi-thall be fworn by the Steward 
for the time being, and enter into Recog- 
—_— before the Vice-warden or Steward, in 
ten pounds for his good abearing himſelf in 
his {aid office or place; and that every ſuch 
Bailiff ſhall make return in perſon at every 
court of all proceſs, that he ſhall execute, 
according to his oath, on forfeiture of his 
ſaid Recognizance. But if any perſon ſhall 
think fit upon neceſſary occaſion to imploy any 
ſpecial Bailiff, at the inſtance of the Plantiff or 
his Attorney warrants may be granted to ſuch 
ſpecial Bailiffsʒ but in caſe of any wrong, injury 
or miſdemeanor in the execution of ſuch proceſs, 
the Attorney or Plaintiff to be liable to make 
fatisfaCtion to the party, wherein he ſhall have 
his Coſts.

break his Bond or Recognizance, and be thereof 
lawfully convicted, if ever after he be found 
ſerving or executing; any Stannary Proceſs, he 
ſhall be impriſoned for one year. 


28. Item. We preſent and affirm, that by an- 
cient Right and Cuſtom the eight Tything- 
men of the eight Tythings in the Stannary of 
Blackmore, viz. the Tything- man of Trethery, 
the Tything-man Boſwith, the Tything-man 
of Treverbin, the Tything-man of Pridis, the 
Tything-man of Trenance Auſtle, the Tything-

{worn Officers of that Court, ſhall or may warn 
or ſummon any Perſon or Perſons within the 
ſaid Stannary of Blackmore, to appear at the

29. Item. We agree, conſtitute, and ordain 
that the Officers of the reſpective Coinages 
ſhall continue, and hold their reſpective Coin- 
ages, every Coinage at the town of Liſkeard two 
working days; at the town of Loftteythiel ſix 
working days; at the town of Truro twelve 
working days; at the town of Helſtone ſix 
working days ; at the town of Penzance two 
working days; and that the ſaid Officers ſhall in 
the morning of the laſt day of the ſaid reſpec- 


tive 
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tive Coinages make publick Proclamation, 
the publick Cryer of the ſaid reſpective Coin- 
age Towns, in the Streets there, that they in- 
tend to adjourn the Coinage trom ſuch Town 
in the Evening of the ſaid day; ſo that the 
Tinners, and all other Perſons concerned, may 
have notice thereof And we do farther order 
that the ſaid Coinage Officers ſhall begin their 
reſpective Coinages yearly, and proceed to hold 
the ſame without delay at ſuch times as have 
been antiently uſed and accuſtomed for coinage 
of Tin in the reſpeCtive Stannary Towns. 


34. Item. We do SS and or- 
dain that the Superviſors, Poyſers, and Aſſay- 
maſter, or Tare-maſter being Miniſters of the 
Coinage and their Deputies,” and whoever elſe 
ſhall exerciſe either of theſe. places, and all 
other Officers of the ſaid Coinages, having com- 
miſſions or deputations for their reſpective of- 
fices, they and every of them reſpectively, and 
their reſpective Deputies, ſhall be ſworn by the 
Steward in the Stannary-court, or before the 
Lord-Warden, or Vice-Warden, before they 
ſhall execute their ſaid Places, duly and juſtly 
to execute their ſaid Offices and Places, and to 
decide and pronounce'rightly, and without par- 
tiality between Party and Party, and ſhall take a 
Conſtat or Certificate of ſuch their Oaths; and

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33. Item. That whereas the laſt Midſummer 
coinage was adjourned, kept, and held after 
the time in which by the Laws and Cuſtoms 
of the Stannaries it ought to be, which ad- 
journment was contrary to the Rights and Pri- 
vileges of the Tinners and the 2 of the 
Stannaries; for a Settlement whereof, and that 
the faid adjournment may never be drawn, into 
example for the future : We do agree, conſti- 
tute, and ordain that from henceforth the Comp- 
troller and other Officers of the Coinage ſhall 


not at any time hereafter adjourn or put off 


the Coinages otherwiſe, or in any other manner, 
than by the Laws and Orders of the Stanna- 
ries are appointed, declared, eſtabliſhed or or- 
dained; and that the ſaid reſpective Officers of 
the Coinage ſhall by themſelves or reſpective 
ſufficient Deputy and Deputies reſpectively give 
their due attendance at the ſeveral 8 
Coinages in the times and places appointed, li- 
mited, and ordained by the Laws, Directions, 
and Ordinances of the Stannaries.

of his Majeſty's reign. All which ſaid ſeveral 
Laws, Cuſtoms, and Conſtitutions, are hereby 
declared to be further ratified, eſtabliſhed, and 
confirmed ſo far as they are unexpired, and 
not repugnant to any Act of Parliament, or to 
any Act or Conſtitution made in the Convoca- 
tion held in the Reign of Queen Anne, or in 
this preſent Convocation. 


Laws made in the Preſent Convocation. 


Imprimis. Whereas there are many antient 
laws and conſtitutions of the Stannaries re- 
lating to Tin-blowers, and Refining of tin in 
Blowing-houſes, which was formerly the only 
method of refining of tin, And whereas of 
late years there has been another method found 
out of refining of tin, by means of Reverbe- 
rating furnaces, which is commonly called Smelt- 
ing of tin. And whereas the ſaid ſeveral laws re- 
lating to Tin-blowers, and Blowing-houſes have 
not of late years been put in force, though of 
great Benefit to his Majeſty's or Lord Duke 


of Cornwall's Revenue, and the Stannaries; and 
| 2 1ome 
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ſome doubt having alſo ariſen, whether the 
Smelters and Seki -houſes are within the 
laws concerning Tin blowers, and Blowing- 
houſes ; it is hereby enacted and declared that 
Frery rincipal Smelter of Tin as well as prin- 
cipal Blower reſpectively before he ſhall be ad- 
mitted to work, ſhall in the court of the Stan- 
nary in which the {aid Blowing-hoyſe or Smelt- 
ing-houſe reſpectively ſhall ſtand, wherein he 
is about to work, take the following Oath. 
* You ſhall ſwear that you will exhibit into 


„ this Court within fix weeks after the end of 


each and every coinage of tin, a true ac- 
“ count in writing containing the juſt number 
* of pieces or ſlabs of tin which have been 
„ ſmelted or blown (as the caſe is) in your 
© Smelting-houſe or Blowing-houſe, together 
ff with the times of the delivery thereof from

«© knowledge, uſe the art and miſtery of a

« and ſhall deal juſtly therein between man 
5 and man, ſo help you God.” Which Oath 
the ſaid Steward of the ſaid Court reſpectively 
is hereby required to adminiſter without fee or 

re- 
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reward, And be it farther enacted and declared, 
that every principal Tin-blower and Tin-ſmel- 
ter reſpectively, ſhall bring into the Court of 
the Stannary, in which the Blowing-houſe or 
Smelting-houſe to which he belongs reſpec- 
tively ſtands, within fix weeks after the end 
of every Coinage, a Certificate figned by him 
containing the juſt number of blocks or ſlabs 
of tin, which were blown or ſmelted in the 
ſaid houſe the Coinage quarter preceding, with 
the names of the Owners of the tin. And 
on bringing in the ſaid certificate, the Blower 
or Smeſter ſo bringing it in ſhall take the 
following Oath, viz. © You ſhall ſwear that 
< the account now produced in court ſigned by 
« you, contains the juſt number of blocks or 
« ſlabs of tin, which were ſmelted or blown 
< (as the caſe is) in your houſe the laſt Coinage 
c“ quarter, together with the times of the deli- 
e very of ſuch tin from thence, and the names

Which 
Oath the ſaid Steward of the ſaid Court reſpec- 
tively is hereby required to adminiſter without 
fee or reward. And if any ſuch principal 
Blower or Smelter ſhall work not being ſworn, 
or ſhall not bring in ſuch certificate in manner 
aforeſaid, he ſhall forfeit for every default, 
the ſum of forty pounds. And it is likewiſe 
further declared and enacted, that every Owner 
or Owners of every Blowing-houſe or Smelt- 


ing- 
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ing-houſe, ſhall exhibit into the Stannary-court, 


in which his or their Blowing-houſe or Smelt- 
ing-houſe reſpectively ſtands, the name or 
names of the Principal Blower or Smelter 
retained by him or them. And if any Owner 
or Owners of any ſuch Blowing-houſe-or Smelt- 
ing-houſe, ſhall admit any ſuch Principal Blower 
or Smelter to work in his or their ſaid houſe 
or houſes, before he or they hath or have 
exhibited the name of ſuch Principal Blower 
or Smelter into the Stannary-court. as afore- 
ſaid, before ſuch Principal Blower or Smelter 
is fworn in manner aforeſaid ; ſuch Owner or 
Owners ſhall forfeit the Sum of Fifty Pounds, 
which ſaid ſeveral penalties of Forty and Fifty 
Pounds ſhall be ſued for, and recovered by 
information or action in the Court of the Stan- 
nary, within which ſuch Blowing: houſe or 


Smelting- houſe ſtands, by any Perſon ſuing for 
the ſame, one moiety thereof to the uſe of the

that no penalty ſhall be recovercd by virtue of 
this Act, unleſs ſuch Information or Action

2. Lem. In order the more effectually to 
ſecure the Revenue of the King, or Lord Duke 
of Cornwall, ariſing by the duty on tin, be 
it hereby declared and enacted, that no white 
tin ſhall be carried or conveyed from any 

Blowing- 


Blowing-houſe or Smelting-houſe, but only to a 
Coinage Town ; andthat, by the direct and- com- 
mon Road leading to the uſual place of Coi- 
nage. And it is hereby further declared and 
enacted, that no White Tin ſhall be carried or 
conveyed by any Carrier, or other Perſon what- 
ſoever from any Blowing-houſe, or Smelting- 
houſe before Break of day, or after Sun-ſet, 
unleſs the Carrier ſhall have with him a Note in 
writing, containing the Number of Blocks fo

and may be lawful for any Officer of the Reve- 
nue of the King, or Lord Duke of Cornwall, to 
exhibit an Information, or commence an Action 
in the proper Stannary-court againſt the Perſon 
or Perſons offending as aforeſaid; and if fuch 
Perſon or Perſons is or are legally convicted 
thereof, he or they ſhall forfeit the whole value 
of the Tin ſo clandeſtinely carried or conveyed 
away, the one Mojety thereof to the uſe of the 
King, or Lord Duke of Cornwall, and the other 
Moiety to the uſe of the Perſon or Perſons fuing 
for the ſame. And be it further enacted, that if 
any Perſon or Perſons ſhall buy or fell Tin Un- 
coined, and convey it away, whereby the King, or 
Lord Duke of Cornwall ſhall be defrauded of his 
Duty, ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſo offending, be- 
ing duly convicted thereof by Information or 
Action in the Stannary-court, in which the ſaid

It is hereby declared and enacted, 
that if Tin be tared, whereby the Owner of the 
Tin thinks himſelf aggrieved, he ſhall have his 
Trial by a Jury of Tinners; if he requireth the 
ſame, And if the Tin ſo tared prove faulty to 
the value aſſeſſed by the Tarer, or at leaſt two 
thirds thereof, the Owner of that Tin ſhall pay 
the Coſt of the ſuit ; but if the Tin be not 
found faulty to at leaſt two thirds of the value 
aſſeſſed by the Tarer, then the Tarer ſhall pay 
ſuch Coſts and Damages to the Owner of the 
Tin, as he ſhall be found to have ſuſtained 
thereby.

4. lem. Whereas the Falſification of Tin 
may be very injurieus to the Tinners and Tin 
Trade ; Be it therefore declared and enacted, 
that if any Perſonor Perſons ſhall make falſified 
Tin, either by artificial Mixture, or by melting

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into, or by caſing, or hidin within, the Body of 
the Block of Tin any baſer Metal than Tin, 
and ſhall be thereof convicted by due” coutſe of 
b Law, then the Perſon or Perſons ſo offending, 
and convicted, ſhall forfeit and pay double the 
Damage to the Parr ee ich he ſu- 
ſtained by ſuch F neon, to be recoveted 
by Action or Information in the Court ot the 
Stannary wherein the Offence was committed. 
And that every Blower or Smelter of Tin, and 
other Perſon privy and conſenting, to fuch Fal- 
fification, al duly convicted thereof, ſhall 
forfeit the Sum of forty pounds, the ſame

Hereas at a Convocation of Four-and- 

twenty Stannators, or Parliament of 
Tinners aſſembled for the Stannaries of Corn- 
wall, at Loſtwythiel, in the ſaid County of 
Cornwall, the Six and twentieth Day of Otto- 
ber, in the ſecond Year of the Reign. of the 
late King James the Second, and continued 
by ſeveral Prorogations and Adjournments to 
the Eleventh Day of October, in the fourth 
Year of his ſaid late Majeſty's Reign; before 
the Right Honourable John late Earl of Bath, 
then Lord Warden of the Stannaries of Corn- 
wall and Devon. Divers good, antient, and 
laudable Laws, Cuſtoms and Conſtitutions, 
made, declared, conſtituted, and ordained by 
a Convocation held at Loſtwythiel, upon the 
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Eight and twentieth Day of September, in the 
Two and twentieth Year of the Reign of King 
James the firſt, before William Coryton, Eq; 
then Vice-warden to the Right Honourable . 
William Earl of Pembroke, then Lord-warden' 
of the Stannaries of Cornmuil and Devon. And 
whereas divers _ antient and laudable 
Laws, Cuſtoms, Conſtitutions declared, 
conſtituted, and ordained at another Convoca- 
tion or Parliament of Tinners, held at Loftwy- 
thiel, upon the fifteenth Day of Aaguſt, in 
twelfth Year of the Reign of King Charles the 
firſt of ever bleſſed Memory, and by ſeveral 
Prorogations and Adjournments continued until 
the third Day of Seprember then next following, 
before William Coryton, Eſq; then Vice-warden 
of the Stannaries, to the Right Honourable 
Philip Earl of Pembroke and Mountgomery, then 
Lord-warden of the ſaid Stannaries. And whereas 
all and every the Cuſtoms aud Conſtitutions 
made, conſtituted, and ordained as aforeſaid, 
were throughly and deliberately peruſed, in- 
ſpected, and fully conſidered of, by the ſaid 
Convocation begun, held, and continued in 
the Reign of the late King James the ſecond 
as aforeſaid z and thereupon by the ſame Con- 
vocation, by and with the Aſſent and Con- 
ſent of the ſaid John Earl of Bath, then Lord- 
warden of the Stannaries, and by Virtue of 
the royal Authority to him delegated were 
reviſed, eſtabliſhed, conſtituted, and ordained, 
and ordered, and adjudged to have the Force 
of Laws in all Things therein contained, not 
TC» 
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_ repugnant to any Act of Parliament, or 
Act or Conſtitution of the then 8 
All which faid ſeveral Laws, Cuſtoms, and 
Conſtitutions of the ſaid reſpective Conyoca- 
tions, are hereby declared to be further rati- 
fied, eſtabliſhed, and confirmed ſo far as they 
are not repugnant to any Act of Parliament, 
or to any Act or Conſtitution made in the ſaid 
Convocation, begun, held, and continued in 
the Reign of the late King James the ſecond. 
And whereas at the ſaid Convocation or Par- 
| liament of Tinners held and continued in the 
Reign of the ſaid late King James the ſecond, 
as aforeſaid, divers other good Laws, Acts, 
Cuſtoms and Conſtitutions were declared, a- 
eed, conſtituted, and ordained. All which 
aſt mentioned Laws being peruſed, inſpected, 
and maturely conſidered by this preſent Convo- 
cation or Parliament of Tinners, now held 
and aſſembled at Truro as aforeſaid, by and 
with the Aſſent and Conſent of the Right 
Honourable Lord-warden, and by Virtue of 
the royal Authority to him delegated, are 
hereby declared, ratified, eſtabliſhed, and con- 
firmed and ordered, and adjudged, to have 
the full Power, Force, and Effects of Laws; 
and to be kept, obſerved, and performed by 
all and every the reſpective Tinners, and Stan- 
nators within the Stannaries of the ſaid Coun- 
ty of Cornwall, And be it further conſtituted 
and ordained, that from and after the Deter- 
mination of the preſent Contract for Tin made 
with the Right Honourable the Lord-warden 
on 
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on the Behalf of her Majeſty, her Heirs, and 
Succeſſors, if any Piece or Pieces of Tin be 1 
tared, and re- melted at of the Coinage. 
halls; whatever Droſs be taken out of 
ſuch Piece or Pieces of Tin, and carried back I 
to the Blowing-houſe to be re- melted, three 
Shillings in * Hundred ſhall be allowed by 
the Coinage- Officers to the Owner, or Pro- 
prietor of the Tin for ſuch Droſs. Provided 
always, and be it further hereby conſtituted, 
and ordained, that no Perſon or Perſons what:- 
ſoever, their Goods, or Chattles, or Rights in 
Tin-Bounds, or Adventures in Tin, ſhall before 4 
the Nine and twentieth Day of September next, 
be liable or ſubject to any Pains, Penalties or For- 
feitures mentioned, declared, or ordained in any 
of che Acts, Orders, and Conſtitutions made 
in the Reign of the ſaid King James the ſecond; 
which Acts, Orders, and Conſtitutions are heres 
by ratified and confirmed. In Confirmation 
whereof, the ſaid Lord-warden hath hereunto ſet 
his Hand and the Seal of the Stannaties; and 
the ſaid Convocators now in Convocation aſſem- 
bled their. reſpective Hands at Truro, the ſaid 
- ſixteenth Day of September, in the ſecond Year 
of her Majeſty's Reign. X
